i A lot of people think we are going to hell in 
A 3 a surrey with the fringe on top.

ss. & still others wistfully think we should “go 
back” to something. About the best they can think of is that old 
phrase about going back. to the faith of our founding fathers. Or 
getting back to fundamentals. 

Their fundamentals, they mean. 

Usually they are not very fundamental. 

Most of the pontifical writers turn to Jefferson. 

They skip over two of the most emphatic things Jefferson. ever 
wrote, ° 

He said the cities were to good government as sores were to the 
body Of a sick man, 

And he said, too: 

3 “When any government becomes destructive to the ends of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, it is the right of the people 
to alter or abolish it... .” 

That makes him sound like a Communist radical, as indeed, his 
opponents most fervently believed him to be. The word for it then 
was Jacobin. The Jacobins were the extreme radicals of the French 
Revolution who inaugurated the reign of terror. 

Kivery day the writers of tomes do their deep breathing exercises 
and come up with wise sayings from owls of the past. All this is 
just exercising And gets nowhere. 


Facts Certain facts are plain to see. Congress keeps on ignor- 

ing the facts of life. So do most Americans. The polls 
reveal that most Americans, something like 70 percent, never even 
heard of the first 10 amendments to the Constitution, called our 
Bill of Rights. Very few Of them knew there had been a con- 
troversy between Jimmy Byrnes and Henry Wallace on foreign policy 
and a huge majority didn’t know the names of the Congressmen 
from their districts or the length of a congressional term. 

All this despite the fact we have schools operating daily. 

Fhe most profound thing that has happened to us has been 
the change in our population. The founding fathers thought of us, 
and planned for us, as a farming country. In their day more than 
90 percent of the population was rural. 

We have now reversed that fact. 

Today about 85 percent of our population is urban or semi- 
urban. There is hardly a remote rural community that is not de- 
pendent on an urban community and does not have definite ties 
with it, 

It is just plain silly to think that can happen to us and that we 
still can go on thinking in terms of al! the old concepts. 

: . It ought to be rather obvious that all -this. crowding 
Thinking into ejties and urban regions, with the lineata 
of group thinking and psychology, have developed a new and dan- 
gerous concept, 

That is the division of labor with their associated attitudes 

The farmer reads about the coal miners or the steel workers on 
strike and says 

“Damn those strikers. They -ought to be run out America, 
I am going to hold my atuff off the market as long as I can.” 

The businessman looks at his huge inventories, which were 
$30,000,000 in August, and says: “The damned labor unions and the 
farmers with their parities and constant price increases are run 
ning up my costs until | can’t do business or pjJan expansions. 
A plague on both their houses.” 

The labor union member looks at the businessman and the farmer 
and says: “The damned farmers are holding back their beef and 
hogs for higher prices. What's the differénce if I strike for higher 
wages? Business is making profits. Why should I bear down on 
the job?” '
